Turkish Government Refuses Con- 
ditions on Which Montenegro Was 


Willing to Make Surrender.

MORE GO TO SCHOOL 


Report Mailed to State Superin- 

tendent Yesterday Indicates Large 

Increase In County's Population. 

A marked gain in average daity at- 
tendance of county Nish and eom- 
mon school puplisa during the past 
tWeive months over the previous 
year is shown in the annual report 
Mailed yesterday by the county Su- 
Perintendent to the State Superin- 
tendent. The average dally attendance 
thie year in all the county common 
schools has been 55.805, and that of 
the high schools $704. The gain in 
the first case ig 4930; in the sevond, 
it in 16387. 

The number of teachers allowed 
this year for the comman schools ts 
1761, as againet 1214 last year. The 
gain of 447 in due partiy to growth, 
and partly te the new law for the 
apportionment of funds, based on 
average daily attendance. 

The increare In thi« latter average 
within the city is 2570, while that 
in the remainder of the county Is 
2360, The city high schools boosted 
their figures 9238, while the county 
high school increase was 699. 

The average daily attendance ip all 
schools was 50.875 in 1910, When the 
county's population was 604,131, mak- 
Ing a ratio of about ten te one. Tf 
the rato of gain in school attendance 
corresponds to the increase In popu- 
lation, the school boost tndicates a 
gain of approximately 50,000 people 
for the county during the past year. 

The larger county school districts, 
with their number of pupils in aver- 
age daily attendance and of teachers, 
are: Los Angeles, 33,074, 1042: Pasa- 
dena, 2695. 113; Long Beach, 2665, 
$2; Pomona, 1499, 47: Santa

HE ICE MAN, | 
Courtesy is so easy, so inexpensive and 
so charming that it seems strange to find | 
any sane man willing to bite off his nose to 
Spite his face by hunting a grouch or as | 
suming the manners of a sore-headed bear. | 
Yet there are still many who do so. During | 
such warm weather as we have been ex: | 
periencing these last few days the ice man | 
should be a popular favorite. You'd think | 
it would pay to treat him politely. He holds | 
the Happiness of a :perspiring community in 
the hollow of his covered van. | 

The ice man has to work long hours and_ 
at high pressure to keep our butter from | 
meiting, our mutton shops from turning | 
blu®, our milk from “clabbering,” and our 
beer or soda-pop from tasting like tepid 
soapsuds. Moreover, the ice man generally 
gives us good weight; but in the hottest 
weather rush, and on an extended route, he 
has not time to weigh every twenty or fifty- 
pound block on mathematically-correct 
scales; but from long experience he can cut 
it off by measurement within a fraction of 
the exact weight. Supposing. that after he 
has given a customer a little overweight for 
five days in the week, on the sixth he hap- 
pens to cut the block a pound or two short. 
If the customer is one of the grouchy kind 
and compels the iceman to spend five min- 
utes of his valuable time in weighing to an 
ounce that particular chunk, does anyone 
benefit by it? Decidedly not. 

The grouchy customer will never get over- 
weight again. Some hot day when there is 
not enough ice to go around he is the first 
one to be dropped from the list. The ice 
man loses time that is far more valuable 
both to himself and his employer than the 
cost of a few pounds, more or less, of his 
frozen wares. And probably some good-na- 
tured householder at the end of the route 
has to go iceless because of the delay. 

Luckily In Los Angeles and the neighbor- 
ing cities such grouchy customers are few 
and far between. Were it not so, it would 
be impossible for the ice man to get in a 
two-days-worth of delivering in ten or twelve 
hours, as he often has to do, during the 
rush of a hot spell. The wonder is that at 
the end of a long day of the hardest kind of 
work this important public servant still 
serves his customers with such genial good 
nature and such abundantly good measure. 
It pays to keep on the good side of the ice 
man if you cannot get away to the seaside 
of the Pacific Coast.

A GREAT GENIUS GONE, 
EDWIN AUSTIN ABBEY. 


BY WILLARD H. WRIGHT. 

In the death of Edwin Austin Abbey in 
Gleucestershire, England, where he settled 
early in his artistic career, the world has 
lost one of the most conspicuous figures in 
the history of American painting. 

It was not as the herald of a new idea, or 
the protagonist of a mew school that Abbey 
put his impress on American ari. The new 
ern of American painting, at the ime of 


tin and Wyant, who gave a great impetus to 
American landscape painting—the school 
which today numbers in its ranks our most 
virile artists. 

Abbey, on the other hand, stood for those 
imported traditions of the French which 
were brought into this country at the three- 
quarter post of the last century. This aca- 
demic idea, evolving from such men as Bou- 
langer, Gerome, Lefebvre, Bouguereau and 
Cabanel—as distinguished from the Barba- 
zonian school of French painters—was di- 
rectly or indirectly responsible for most of 
America’s best figure painting. Dewing, 
Thayer and Brush, following the academic 
ideals, applied their beliefs to figure work. 

Abbey, on the other hand, applied his aca- 
demic principles to the presentation of his- 
torical subjects. Unlike Dewing, Thayer 
and Brush, who, early in their careers, fol- 
lowed the route of the academicians, but 
who later branched out into more individ- 
ualistic lines—in subject-matter as well as 
in their method of expression—Abbey re- 
mained true to that idea! which placed sub- 
ject-matter above technique and perfection 
of detail above ensemble harmony. ~~ 

While these theories are out of tune with 
the universally-accepted ideals of modern 
painting which—evolved from the splendid 
heresies of Delacroix, Corot and their ‘Tel- 
lows-——strives to interpret rather than to 
represent a subject; they nevertheless laid 
a safe and sound foundation for much of 
America’s best art. As a leader, if not the 


bey no doubt stands pre-emineut in America. 

Historical painting, while in its externals 
it may have been a vogue, nevertheless in- 
volved an artistic principle of tremendous 
influence. And of all the reactionists fm art, 
Abbey was one of the strongest champions 
in the days before the modern principles had 
been introduced, and he maintained these 
ideals up to the very last. 

With fhe passing of Abbey the academic 
in American art passes. 

Abbey's merits as a painter were many, 
and his achievements in oil, as well as in 
black and white, are today among the finest 
examples of academic painting which Amer- 
ica has produced. Perhaps the remarkable 
part of this is that, while upholding the 
French standards, he was. not French- 
taught. 

Starting as an illustrator in pen and ink, 
he attained, through series of pictures. a 
reputation for black and white drawing 
which has been surpassed recently only in 
the work of Charles Dan Gibson. In fact, 
as a pen-andink artist Abbey was among 
the best of modern times. 

It was only after he had made a consider- 
able reputation for himself as a draughts- 
man and illustrator that he took up the 
study of olis. His best-known work in color 
medium is probably his Holy Grail frieze in 
the Boston public library; while his can. 
vases, thickly populated, rich in color and 
discriminating in arrangement, depicting hig- 
torical subjects from the scenes In the works 
of Shakespeare, take their place among the 
classics of illustrative art.

The Happiest Birthday Ever, 

While I am not so young as ever, I had 
the happiest birthday anniversary of my 
life last Sunday. I have far more friends 
than ever I had before. It rained letters 
and postcards of congratulations and g00d 
wishes on me all day. Now, when I was in 
the twenties and thought all the world was 
my friend, nobody outside my immediate 
family ever knew when my birthday anni- 
versaries occurred. And they knew it only 
when I reminded them every day for a 
week in advance. These greetings of Sun- 
day were all sincere. I know my friends now. 
I have some of fifty years standing. Why, 
that’s longer than I had lived at 25. 

When your ship sails out through the 
Golden Gate for the first few days all your 
thoughts are backward. You look back to- 
ward the port you left so long as you can 
see the flutter of a scarf or a handkerchief 
in a waving band.

More Stringent Protection Is a 
National Movement—Deer Show- 
. ing Increase in the East Through 
a Campaign Against Vermin. 
More Hunters Are Killed, 


In their report to the chief of 
the Bureau of Biological Survey, As- 
sistants Theodore 8 Palmer and 
Henry Oldys find that the year 1916 
was marked by steady progress in 
the movement for the increase of 
game by propagation and the estap- 
lishment of game preserves. A de- 
mand for game birds for restocking 
developed, wtiich as usual was con- 
siderably larger than the supply, com- 
paratively few quail being available; 
and the popularity of the Hungarian 
partridge, despite an increased im- 
portation, showing a tendency to de- 
cline somewhat on account of the 
high cost of the birds and the un- 
certainty as to their successful ac- 
climatization. 

More pheasants than usual were 
imported from abroad, although many 
birds were reared on State and private 
presery cs. 

In general, it was found that the big 
game wintered Well, the exceptions 
being the deer in Alaska, which suf- 
fered severely because of deep snows 
keeping covered their feeding 
grounds, and the elk in . Wyoming, 
which were threatened with starva- 
tion, only averted by an unexpected 
thaw in early March, several hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of hay having 
been fed to the Animals with a vWew 
to eking out their existence. 

The summer was marked by se- 
vere drought last year, particularly 
In the northern plains, Rocky Moun- 
tein region and other parts of the 
West.

Important changes in administra- 
tion of game iaws were made in this 
State, Lonisiana and South Carolina. 
Failure of the necessary appropria- 
tion handicapped the Kansas work, 
and in North Carolina occurred a di- 
vision of responsibility between the 
Audubon Society and certain county 
Supervisoral boards, which rendered 
uniformity tn enforcing the laws tm- 
possible. In South Carolina failure 
to confirm the chief warden and lack 
of funds delayed the inauguration of 
the new warden system. 

As ‘usual in even-numbered rears, 
the legislation record as affecting 
game was small. Politics and public 
policy clashed in several instances, 
an attempt in New Jersey to exempt 
the warden force from the State 
civil service law resulting in the veto 
of an important game measure. More 
cases went to the higher courts on 
appeal than in 1909. Few novel 
points were decided. In Pennayl- 
vania tH® law prohibiting possession 
by aliens of firearms was upheld in 
the lower courts, and in consequence 
the disarming of aliens has made 
rapid progress. In one of the Maine 
courts a fine was imposed for pos- 
session of a silencer, the first penalty 


There are thirty-seven States allow- 
ing more or less deer-shooting; most 
of these have a limit of two bucks

Idaho, Montana and Wyoming are 
the only States which still allow elk- 
jhunting; Maine and Minnesota, the 
fonly open States for moose: the firet- 
named three commonwealths also al- 
low mountain sheep to be ‘Milled. 
Mountain goats may be hunted a 
short time in the year in Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Washington. This indicates 
those northwestern States originally 
ineluded tn the old Oregon territory 
to be the best hold of the big-game 
seeker today. 

The complete protection afforded 
mountain sheep in this’ State seems 
to have borne but little fruit. Con- 
siderable bands were reported from 
the mountains east of Owens Valley 
during the year; but in the desert 
ranges and along the lower Colorado 
the law has been observed but loose- 
ly; and last year the game commis- 
sion took steps to enforce the pro- 
tection of mountain sheep. 

In Colorado where no sheep-shoot- 
ing has been permitted for twenty- 
five years, the animals seem to be 
on the increase. Texas has a closed 
season which expires next year and 
_there are said to be many bands in 
the mountains of the southwestern 
part of the State.
